The young men of Eton College will have 
a difficult task in recognizing their jackets on 
some Of this:season’s models. Spaniards, too, 
might not easily recognize the short jacket used 
in their national ‘dance. But this only proves 
how fashion takes one idea and alters it to suit 
the faney of the moment. 

In the eton suit for street wear satin is 
combined with blue-and-white checked silk. A 
skirt and blousé are made of these fabrics; the 
satin panel at the front is decorated’ with 
enameled buttons. A wide leather belt shows 
the waist line at a normal place. Over this is 
a modified eton jacket. It has half-length cir- 
cular sleeves, and the plain blue silk is used on 
the underarm portion and on the top of each 
sleeve. Below these caps are the regular close- 
fitting sleeves over subeuffs of lace. The over- 
skirt of checked goods is loose and easily made 
over the circular underskirt. 

A bolero effect over a yest is shown in-the 
green-and-white striped silk with the tunic. 
Here the bolero is cut on kimono lines, the 
half-length sleeves being extended without 
seams. One side of the bolero overlaps the 
other. The little jacket is bound with a bias 
band of silk. From the lower edges there 
hangs a straight vest of brilliant green satin 
trimmed with gold buttons. The lace under- 
bodice is collarless and the cuffs are straight 
and reach halfway to the wrists. This model is 
suitable for linen or silk. \ 

On the blue serge eton suit there is an 
introduction of royal blue silk that is in the 
form of a broad band on the curved tunic and 
on‘the jacket. Deep revers are faced with silk 
and turn back from a chamois-colored vest that 
is bound with the same silk. Straight cuffs 
fall over lace frills and a small circular collar of 
blue mousseline is edged with lace. Buttons 
are used in large and small forms on jacket 
and skirt, 

The evening gown has not escaped. A silk 
underslip of old gold is the foundation for the 
tunic of gold net. The bodice of ecru lace is 
collarless, and over it is a shirred silk bolero 
edged with a frill of the silk. A gold butterfly 
motif is used at the front, from which hang 
two gold cords. At the shoulders of the bolero 
are braided ornaments. Surely this is a simple 
type of gown, worthy of your notice and emu- 
lation! 

Again do we see the bolero line on the 
lingerie blouse. In this ease the printed border 
forms the bolero, It is of red and old blue and 
tan’ shades and is reminiscent of “prints” of 
other days. But any bordure fabric can be 
worked up after this model, if you wish to have 
one of the latest ideas in lingerie blouses. 

Last of all is the eton jacket in black-and- 
white mixed goods. In this model the lower 
edge of the coat is straight, and the eton jacket 
is trimmed with silvery flower motifs in straight 
bands. The sleeves are not shaped, the edge 
being straight. An oyerskirt of the black-and- 
white material drops over black satin. The 
entire costume is expensive, but it is conservé 
tively handsome, and any practical American 
woman can make this suit for-—-any sum that 
she chooses!

of Household Science Faculty. 


. The importance of women’s work 
in what is usually understood as “wo- 
men’s sphere” has never been ques- 
tioned; its equality with men’s work 
in the business world has been tacit- 
ly denied; nots of course, ostentation- 
ally—dear, no!—but quietly and with 
ecided persistence. 

It is such an old story that we're 
not goi to start and thresh it out 
how, only that it has everything to 
do with some mention on this age 
of Miss Clara CO. Benson, B.A., PhD. 
a student and pioneer in a field 
where women are not plentiful. 

“If it will help anyone to realize 
that women’s work ig on a par with 
men’s then say something about what 
1 am doing,” said Miss Eenson to her 
visitor as the two spent ihe interval 
between two lectures in the learned 
lady’s business-like sitting-room or of- 
fice, or whatever its name may be, in 


the Medical Building of Toronto Uni- 
versity. : 


Almost continuously since her grad-. 


uation has Prof. Clara Benson been 
connected with the university. For 
the first two years she held a chemis- 
try fellowship in the Arts Faculty, 
chemistry having been her specialty 
through a brilliant college course. 
This was a preparation for her ap- 
pointment to a lectureship in the 
Lillian Massey School of Household 
Science, until that institution became 
a department of the University of To- 
ronto. The change, while not altering 
Prof. Clara Benson’s work, has placed 
her on tie same footing as the other 
university professors. Her lectures 
are given to men and women alike, 
the course chosen, not the sex of the 
Student, being the determining factor, 
for much: of the work of the House- 
hold Science and Medical courses is 
along the same lines. A 

Sitting in her spotless laboratory 
outfit, which is a long white linen af- 
fair, buttoning down one side from 
shoulder to skirt hem, Miss Benson 
spoke of her work, but scarce a word 
or herself. Her manner has the charm 
of coniplete unconsciousness, her 
poise, humor, reserve, and radiant 
good health make up a personality 
which differs delightfully from the 
stock idea of a learned lady. But 
it was with her official life the visitor 
was chiefly concerned. 

Prof. Benson's lectures take up the 
analysis of foods, physiological chem- 
istry, and digestion and nutrition 
dealt with from a scientific point of 
view. It is prey a matter of acci- 
dent, or, perhaps, rather of conveni- 
ence, that her lecture room is in the 
Medical Building, a fact that conveys 
to the uninitiated the erroneous im- 
pression that the work of herself and 
her assistants differs in value and 
kind from that of other women lec- 
turers whose rooms are in the build- 
ing devoted to Household Science. 

The creation of the Facylty of 
Household Science in Toronto Uni- 
versity has raised the study from a 
purely feminine pursuit, Prof. Benson 
pointed out, to an equal footing with 
other sciences, and with medicine it 
has a particular affinity. ‘ 

“The two go hand in hand now,” 
she remarked, ‘“‘the one working to 
keep people. well by the study of life 
and the means of maintaining nor- 
mal, healthy conditions, and the oth- 
er aiming at curing disease, although 
doctors are now giving more atten- 
than ever to preventive mea- 
sures. 

That’s the crux of the situation on 
which Dr. Benson lays stress—that 
women, nearly twelve of them, are 
to-day holding positions in the high- 
est institute of learning in the land 
on @ par with men, six counting nei- 
ther one way nor the other; that the 
most womanly work: in the world, 
from the standpoint of both past and 
present, is now taught under the name 


| Of; Household Science, that it is no 
|xlonger a dabbling in cookery, but is a 


Serious study that has its bearing. on 
‘social conditions. It has honestly 
come into its own and may now claim 


| rank with-other sciences.—Mignon, in 
Toronto Weekly Star.

He com- 
menced his career as a teacher in 1876 
and has been principal of the High,

He was fora time lecturer 
in poysiecs in the Western University 
and College and he is the author of 
a number of text books cn physics 
and other similar works. He stood 
for many years in the fore front of his 
rofession as a teacher and since be- 
ing appointed chief inspector of the 
province he has made a splendid repu- 
tation for himself as a competent, 
progressive educational offcial.

And, indeed, the number of poison- 
ing erimes that occurred lately 
in various countries almost suggests 
that a wave of secret isoning is 
nassing over the world. just as it did 
in the 17th century, Then art of 
the isoner became a whined 
branch of education with those’ who 


professed astrology and a knowledge 

of the occult ences. 
There is the eaeee mentioned in 

the memcirs of Henry, Duke af Guise, 


of a soldier who when requested to 
get rid of an enemy of the duke, 
shrank with horror at the mere idea 
of killing him with) dagger, but ad- 
ministered poison with quite an ensy 
miod! 

It was some tirne after this oceur- 
rence that poisoning became so fre- 
quent in Rome that the clerav broke 
the obligation ‘of secrecy attached to 
the confessional, and informed Pope 
Alexander VIT. of the state of things. 

Tt was found that numerous young 
widows, who had_ recently “‘lost’ 
husbands, ascembled at the house of 
a reputed witch and fortune.teller of 
the period, who made it her business 
to supply them with a clear. slow, 
and insidiqus poison. This was 
tuaranteed to kill in any given time, 
seeording to the purchaser’s. wishes. 
The witch and thirteen companions 
were tried and hanged. 

In England we have never had 
anvthing that will compare with the 
poisoning era of Italy, although the 
secret poisoner was held in such ter- 
ror in the reign of Henry VIII. me 
the 


mn. 


an act was passed declaring 
crime high treason, and ordaining 
that those who were found guilty 


should be boiled to. death. 

At the present time, although we 
may heve a wave of poisoning crimes, 
like those of other offences, it would 
he impessible for such a state of 
things as obtained in the 17th cen- 
tury to occur again. For at that time 
they knew next to nothing of chemi- 
cale analysis. Now science has ad- 
vaneed to such an extent that there 
ik no nojson. however obscure, that 
the skilled pathologist cannot detect. 

Science: hes, however, sometimes 
heen at fault. with curious: results. 
In the ease of Dr. Smethurst, who 
wes tried in 1859 for the murder of a 
Miss Rankes, from whom he had ex- 
pectations, arsenic was-—suspected, 
and what is known as Reinsch’s test 
was unplied. In Smethurst’s case 
arsenic was discovered, but after his 
conviction it was proved that this 
was contained in the wire gauze used 
for the experiment, and he was at 
once released. by the Home Secretary. 


Marquis of Bute’s Heir. 

Another son his been born to the 
Marquis of Bute, who is one of the 
few millionaire English peers. his fa- 
thes leaving an estate which was 
valued at over twenty-five million 
dollars. His acreage in Scotland is 
of vast extent, but his immense wealth 
ia chiefly derived from*the town of 
Cardiff. And he is as rich in titles 
as in worldly goods, as he holds elev- 
en peerages and one baronetcy.

He does 
not care much for society, but is de- 
voted tw everything Scotch, often 
Wears the kilt, and keeps his own 
piper. who wakes the household at 
daybreak with the sound of his bag- 
pipes. 

But the marauis failed to inherit 
his father’s literary tastes, and, again 
unlike his parent-—-who is said never 
to have fired a gun in his life—the 
present peer is a keen sportsman, and 
has shot big game in Asia and in Cen- 
tral Africa.

Tt « no small matter to engineer (le 
coruuation of a king of Hngiand. A 
boxt of small details have to be looked 
after, and of some of these the st 
James’ Rudget says: “In connection 
with the preparations for the corona 
tion a special, pile carpet for the pave 
of Westminster abbey is being made 
by a Glasgow firm. The foundation 
color will be royal blue, and the orna 
mentation will include embiems of the 
Order of the Garter and other heraldic 
devices, The pattern is on such a 
large scale that the design is repeated 
or matched only once in every six anda 
a balf yards. r, 

“At the previous coronation special 
Chippendale chairs with rush seats 
were used, and small chairs and nar- 
row stools of unpolished beech with 
cane seats were supplied in hundreds. 
Next June polished chairs with seats 
upholstered in silk will be used. After 
the coronation of King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra many of the peer 
esses who had been present were 
anxious to secure the chairs they sat 
on as mementos, and the office of 
works agreed to sell them at practi- 
cally the cost price, 

“The beech chairs and stools, all 
| branded with the crown, the date and 
the word ‘Coronation,’ also were eager- 
ly sought after and were supplied on 
similar terms, and it is extremely 
probable that this will again be the 
case and that the provision of the 
seating accommodation will entail little 
cost to the organizers.” 


HISTORIC .OLD HOUSE. 


Pioneer Structure In Which Martha 
Washington Was Born. 

The house in which Martha Dan- 
dridge, who first married Daniel Parke 
Custis and later Colonel George Wash- 
{agton, was born is standing and do- 
ing duty today in New Kent county, 
Va., just below Richmond, on the 
banks of the Pamunkey river, 

It is shown to be a ploneer strue- 
ture by the nails, lumber and style of 
construction. The building is a twe 
story frame dwelling. the walls of 
which rest on a’ brick basement wall 
five feet below and four feet above the 
surface of the ground. The walls are 
eighteen inches thick, save at the 
bases of the two chimneys, each of 
which is 5 by 6 feet, with an arch in 
the basement 6 feet high, 4 feet wide 
and 5 feet deep. : { 

The lumber in the frame is white 
oak. The door und window caxings 
are of poplar wood, and the weather 
bearding is of hard pine. The nails 
were originally all handmade, but sev 
ernl years ago it was found necessary 
to replace many of them, as so many 
had been drawn and taken away by 
tourists as souvenirs, 

The rooms on the first floors are 10 
feet high, 20 feet wide and 18 feet 
long. The reception ball is 12 by 14 
feet.—Christian Science Monitor,

CENSUR NS THE SAVAGE. 


Countaring the Counting Man In Din 
tant Lands. | 


Even in the twentieth century, and 
in enlightened England, the census 
men will no doubt have some funny 
stories to tell of ignorance and pre- 
judice. But certainly none of theie 
experiences will compare with those 
of the officials in ‘the more distant 
parts of our Empire. 

In remote parts of India, particularei. 
ly, there have been some farcical at- 
tempts to evade being “‘censused’’— 
attempts which, but for the good 
sense of the officials, raight, well have. 
ended in anything but a happy way. | 

At one of the eariiest censuses, 
while the preliminary counting was 
proceeding, about a month before the 
tinal examination, a number of re- 
mote jungle tribes took some sudden; 
and mysterious objection to the cen- 
sus; and eventually, without any: 
warning, the whole community fi 
into the jungle. . 

But the counter was a hard-headedi 
Englishman, and he hunted out the 
headman, and asked him what all the 
fuss was about. In repiy, he was sol-' 
emniy told that the tribe was afraid, 
that the counting was but a prelimin- 
ary to the branding of every member 
of the community, in order that the 
men might be sent to be carriers in 
the. next war, and the women deported 
to. pick iea in Assam, 

The officia’ listened attentively un- 
til the chief had finistted. Then he 
said that that was fot the idea at all. 
What he was really doing was finding 
out how many people would want rice 
in the next famine, and that for those 
who were not counted no rice would 
be forthcoming. 

Every member of that tribe came 
back within a week. 

In another district, but many miles 
away, the same rumor obtained cre
